WASHINGTON, Feb 7.—Much satisfaction is found by officials | 
here in the unofficial accounts of the destruction by a German sub-| 
marine, of the British liner Tuscania, which showed that a destroyer, | 
presumably British, gave chase to the raider and possibly sank her 
with a depth bomb. No details of the attack have come tonight from 
official sources. They are awaited eagerly. Sorrow over the first 
loss of a transport laden with American troops is tempered by the 
growing total of survivors and the dominant emotion among army 
and navy men now is the desire to strike back. The naval officials see 
io reason to change their opinion that the submarine menace is being 
overcome. The Tuscania incident is regarded as an isolated case, | 
which may serve to develop additional methods for repelling the 
underseas craft and improving the convoy system. No details of the 
action will be passed over when full reports from the British ad-| 
miralty are available.

‘Text Of The Speech | 
On Behalf Of Throne

“Mr, Speaker and Members of 
Legislative Assembly: 


“I gives me great pleasure to wel- 
come you to the First Session of the 
Fourth Legislature of the Province 
of Alberta. 

‘During a time when the utmost 
production of foodstuffs is so urgently 
required, our thanks are due to a 
most Beneficent Providence for the 
harvest of 1917. We are now called 
upon to make even greater efforts in 
produgfion for 1918 and the pros- 
pects at this time are most encour- 
aging. 

“In November last, Alberta had the 
honor of welcoming His Excellency, 
the Duke of Devonshire, Governor- 
General of Canada, for the first time} 
since he assumed that high office. The 


| deep interest evinced by him in che 


resources of our Province, and the 
welfare of our people, is a happy au- 
gury for the future. 

“IT am particularly pleased on this 
occasion to be able to congratulato 
those of you who have safely returns 4 
from active service overseas, The 
death of Lieut. Joseph A. Stauffer, 
however, former member for Dids- 
bury, who made the ‘supreme sacri- 
fice’ in hig country's cause, has occa- 
sioned deep and widespread regret. 

“The individual responsibility of 
every British subject in the conduct 
of the war is being brought home 
more and more as the war progresses. 
The appeals for increased production 
of foodstuffs, for lessened consump- 
tion of such foodstuffs as are essen- 
tial to the proper maintenance of our 
soldiers in the field, and the vari- 
ous problems concerning the returned 
men, confront us each day in every 
walk of life. We must face these prob- 
lems alike from a national, as well 
as from provincial and individual! 
standpoints, and my government feels 
that in facing the added duties 2.1 
responsibilities due to the unlooked 
for prolongation of the war, the ad- 
ministration of all public matters 
should be conducted as economically 
as possible. To this end a measure 
of Public Service Reform will be laid 
before you for consideration, In order 
to effect, wherever possible, a_ better 
organization of the different depart- 
ments of the service at a lower cost 
of administration, 

“Another measure, due to the un- 
looked for prolongation of the war, 
which you will be asked to consder, 
will provide for the raising of the 
amount necessary to meet the provin- 
cial grant to the Canadian Patrivtic 
Fund. My government feels that this 
should not properly ‘be a provincial 
undertaking, but in view of the con- 
tinuation by the executive of the Cun- 
adian Patriotic Fund of the voluntary 
method of raising funds, it has beon 
thought advisable to secure this money 
by such a system of taxation as will 
equitably distribute this duty among 


“A matter of vital importance to 
the present, as well as to the future, 
welfare of this province, is the ques- 
tion of public health. In a compara- 
tively new country such as Alberta, 
where settlement is sparse, the great 
distances render the question of or-| 
ganization difficult, and you will be| 
asked te consider a measure tending 
towards the centralization of the re-| 
sponsibilities in connection with the 
health of the people of this province, 
with wa view to greater efficency, 

“A commission appointed by my goy- 
ernment has been considering a mea-| 
sure for compensation for injured 
miners, and legislation based on the 
report of this commission will be 
brought before you for attention, 

“Various bills covering these ma‘- 
ters, as well as other public and pri- 
vate bills requiring attention, will be 
brought before you, and I commen! 
them to your serious consideration. 

‘My government is firmly of the 
opinion that while the duty of caring

GOOD ROADS WOULD MEAN 
AN ANNUAL SAVING OF 
OVER 26 MILLION DOLLARS 


Minister of Public Works, Puts Some 
Facts and Figures Before Municipalities and Local 


L. C. Charlesworth, Deput 
Amazing 
Improvement Districts. 


The following address was given by 
L, C. Charlesworth, deputy minister 
of public works, at the convention of 
Local Improvement Districts and Mu- 
nicipal Districts: 

If one were to suggest to you that 
the people of Alberta should spend 
one hundred million dollars upon 
highways, you would probably set 
him down as a wild dreamer, and if 
he said they could afford to do it, he 
would probably be told that he was 
crazy. However. a dream does not 
cost much, so let us have one for a 
few minutes; let us go crazy and ex- 
amine the figures. 

The roads which have been so far 
improved in the province have cost 
all the way from $50 per mile up to 
as high as $700 or $800 per mile. 

$5000 Per Mile 

Let us dream, that instead of be- 
ing content with what can be accom- 
plished for such an amount, the peo- 
ple demanded and were willing to 
pay for a system of roads averaging 
in cost $5000 per mile, producing 
roads thoroughly drained, with 
grades reduced below five per cent., 
and the whole surfaced so that at 
any season of the year they would 
be a pleasure to travel on, and where 
probably three tons could be hauled 
as easily as one is now. Do you think 
it foolish and extravagant, and com- 
parable to a man building a more 
expensive house than he can afford? 

Let us dream, that instead of a few 
miles or a few hundred miles of such 
roads in the province, that 20,000 
miles be built at an average cost of 
$5000 per mile, so that in difficult 
places as high as $15,000 or $20,000 
per mile might be’ spent, and less in 
the easy places, but ever keeping to 
a splendid standard of construction. 
You probably say, “It would certainly 


be fine, that is a beautiful dream, but 
we could not afford such luxuries.” 
As an Investment 
Let us see whether money so spent 
would be well invested or not. 
I was recently attracted by certain

So interested that I adapted the fig- 
ures to our own province, I have no 
apologies to make to that association 
for adopting and using their argu- 
ments, and even thelr words, in what 
follows, because their object is frank- 
ly an educative one, and I am merely 
helping to spread that information. 

The subject they deal with is, “The 
value of Good Roads,” and the figures 
are, I think, surprising. 

The weight of farm products alone 
in Alberta last year was over five 
million tons, The greater part of 
this is hauled over our roads, and, 
with coal, lumber and merchandise 
and products of all kinds, I think it is 
safe to estimate that a total of ten 
million tons of freight 
passes Over our roads. The average 
haul is probably a shade under ten 
miles. The cost of hauling, which 
has been estimated for the United 
States, and which is probably applic- 
able here, is twenty-five cents per ton 


per mile, 
$15,000,000 Saving 


With a sufficient mileage of good 
surfaced roads, this could doubtless 
be reduced to ten cents per ton per 
mile, or, in other words, one dollar 
and fifty cents could be saved upon 
each ton hauled over qur roads each 
year—a total annual saving of: 10,- 
000,000 tons at $1.50 equals $15,- 
000,000. 


Again, there were licenses in Al- 
berta in 1917, roughly 20,000 automo- 
biles, If these average only 20 miles 
per day for 300 days in the year, the 
mileage covered is: 20,000 x 20 x 300 
equals 120,000,000 miles, At an 
operating expense of 12% cents per 
mile, this costs $15,000,000, 


Good roads could undoubtedly re- 
duce this cost by ten per cent,, an 
annual saving of $1,600,000, 

The value of horses, horse-drawn 
vehicles, autos, etc., in the province 
of Alberta is doubtless not less than 
$100,000,000, They travel over thous- 
ands of miles of roads which are either 
unimproved, or only partly improved, 
many of which are not properly main- 
tained, and are, consequently, rough 
and often dangerous. No horse or 
farm wagon, no automobile or vehicle 
of any kind, can pass over these roads 
without some wear and tear and con- 
sequent depreciation in value, Depre- 
ciation comes both from age and from 
use, The depreciation from use de- 
pends upon the character of the roads. 
If the annual depreciation from the 
use of bad roads is placed at only 10 
per cent., it amounts to $10,000,000. 
Good roads could doubtless out this 
depreciation in two; an annual saving 
of $5,000,000, 

Good roads increase materially the 
value of adjoining lands, and, taking 
into consideration only those lands 
lying within one mile on each side 
of an improved highway, and assum- 
ing, which I think is reasonable, that 
those lands are increased in value $5 
per acre, then for each mile of high- 
way there is an Increase in land val- 
ues of at least $5,000,000, or for 20,000 
miles of highways there would be an 
increase in the value of Jand amount- 
ing to $100,000,000,

Destruction Carried Out, He Says, by a Destroyer Using Bomb- 
dropping Device—Loss of Life Now Estimated at 101 According

LONDONDERRY, Ireland, Feb 7.—An American officer, one of | 
the latest to leave the Tuscania, stated on.arriving here from Bun- 
crana where some of the rescued were landed, that the submarine was 
destroyed immediately after the torpedo hit the liner,

Sociated Press a vivid account of the

Thereupon a destroyer, which was 
near the sinking liner, dashed off to- 
ward the submarine, using a bomb- 
dropping device. The claim is made 
that the submarine was “done in’ by 
the bombs thus exploded, 

Survivors report that 
does were fired.

The behaviour of the greater part of 
the soldiers and members of the crew 
Was splendid. A few of them became 
excited, hféndering the lowering of 
the boats. In some .cases the entire | 
crews were thrown out while the 
boats were being lowered. Other 
boats were let down hurriedly on men 
who were swimming around the lin- 
er, Many casualties were occasioned 
in this way.

Enrollment Increases 

At last night's meeting of the board

The enrollment in December, 1917, 
was 8834, and in January, 1917, it 
was 8531. This is an increase of 652 
during the year,

MAYOR EVANS 
IS SURPRISED 
FIREMEN QUIT 


|Tells of Steps Leading Up To the 


Selection ‘of Chief 
Davidson 


EXPLAINS WHY SECRECY 


Discusses Relations Existing Be- 
tween Firemen and the 
Community 


Mayor Evans returned from the 
east on Thursday, and it is understood 
that he has met with considerable 
success in transacting the city’s busi- 
ness, He will attend the citizen's 


ineeting at the Separate school hall 
tonight, called for the purpose of 
discussing the firemen’s strike. Mayor 
Evans will ask to speak first as he 
has another engagement for the same 


evening. The meeting is due to com- 
mence at 7:45. 
A petition was received by the 


this morning asking for a meeting to 
be called for the discussion of civic 
affairs. The mayor has decided to 
arrange for a meeting for Wednesday 
evening next at 8 o'clock, 

Comment on Situation 

Asked if he wished to comment on 
the situation so far as the firemen are 
voncerned, the mayor made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“When the first word of the strike 
reached me on arrival in Winnipeg, I 
had two main feelings about it. The 
first was regret that I was not here 
to take my full share jn the responsi- 
bility and anxiety which must have 
been experienced by the deputy mayor 
and the members of the city council. 

“My second was of astonishment 
that such a strike should have taken 
place, I have not yet had an oppor- 
tunity of meeting any of the striking 
firemen, but it seems to me that the 
question of appointment by promotion 
fs not the one which they raise, but 
an entirely new question of appoint- 
ment by selection, 

“T have not yet had time to look up 
the statements which have been made 
or the newspaper comment, and at 
the risk of repeating what is already 
known I migh{“Sfiely review the facts 
of the case, 

“lx-Mayor Henry was fully aware 
that the vacancy would occur, and 
discussed the matter briefly with me 
Nhefore his departure. He stated that he 
had satisfied himself .that there was 
no one here to take the position. 
There was, he thought, a possibility 
of securing ex-Chief Davidson, and at 
least theré would be an opportunity 


of discussing matters with him as he! 


was coming to Edmonton for the 


Christmas holidays. 
Recommended Lauder 

“}ix-Chief Henderson came to seu 
me on the matter, My first thought 
was to see if there was any chance of 
him reconsidering his resignation and 
remaining in charge, 

“The state of his health made it 
appurent without his own words, that 
it was out of the question for him to 
continue. He made no recommenda- 
tion of anyone in the department and 
suggested that ex-Chief Lauder should 
be appointed. 

“IT may say in passing that this 
latter appointment was supported in 


|} a good many quarters, but having in 


view the past we could not take the 
responsibility of making it. I then 
proceeded to satisfy myself that those 
in order of succession were not avail- 
able. Mr. Murray was also il] and 
could not take charge and Mr. Soles 
did not want the appointment, 
Why Appointment Kept Secret 

“The rest is probably a matter of 
common knowledge. We got into 
touch with Mr. Davidson and appoint- 
ed him, subject only to his being able 
to arrange with his then employers. 
We saw no reason for refusing his re- 
quest that the appointment be not 
announced until he had an opportun- 
ity to take the matter up with them, 

“To my mind there is a far greater 
question involyeé than might appear 
cg the surface. The relation of the 
fire brigade to the community is one 
of special trust and responsibility. A 
fireman, indeed, is very like a soldier 


and may be called upon at any time | 
to risk life and limb in defence of the | 


property and perhaps the lives of the 
citizens. We cannot esteem too high- 
ly the way they do this work and the 
qualities they show, but just as in the 
case of the soldier there is a very 
narrow margin between the conspicu- 
ous bravery and devotion to duty 
which wins the Military Cross, and the 
neglect of duty that would merit 
something far different. 

“That firemen should desert their 
posts of duty to serve any purpose of 
their own is extremely bad. If they 
have grievances they have their law- 
ful remedies. This fact is clearly re- 
cognized in the findings of the con- 
ciliation board to which, I understand, 
reference has been made, and is an 
integral part of the findings as the 
clause to which they refer. 

“In passing let me say that at the 
time the appointment was made the 
findings of the board had not been 
promulgated, and were in no sense 
binding on the city, although we would 
not think of taking advantage of that 
fact. 

“IT feel very strongly that the event 
has proved us entirely right in decid- 
ing that there was no man in the 
present force wif? was immediately 
fit for the position of chief. Any man 
for the position should have a sense 
of loyaity and devotion to duty which 


would force him in such a crisis to say | 


‘we must not do this thing.’ 

“Please note that I said that there 
was no man immediately fit for the 
position.” 

“Tl don't doubt but that there may 
be many good fellows who only need 
gradually increasing responsibility to 
make them realize the trust that they 
hold. For the rank and file of the 
force it has no doubt been a case of 
following leadership, in spite, it must 
be, of many persona! misgivings as to 
their being right. 

“But that such action should be 
taken in the name of ‘unionism’ is a 
very poor service to that great carisa. 
No one knows better than the leaders 
of trade unionism that it suffers mos. 
from the acts of its friends. I 
not had time to ascertain the stand 
taken by the labor leaders here in this 
matter, but I venture the assertion 
that the higher up you go in the ranks 
of unionism that the more decisive 
will be the word that the strike was 
unwarranted, und a mistake to by 
remedied by those responsible as best 
they may. 

“T had thought that it might be nec- 
essary to take unusual measures to 
meet the present emergency. I evea 
pictured myself learning tuo 
motor truck and sleeping at a fire hall 
with my clothes on ready to respond 
to any alarm, I am satisfied 
volunteer force, ample in numbers and 
fairly efficient, could be recruited 
without difficulty. I have not seen 
Chief Davidson since my arrival but

CLOSING BYLAW 
FOR COUNCIL 


— 


Being Prepared and Will Be Sub- 
mitted to the Next 


Meeting 


A by-law to incorporate general 
early closing in the city is to be com- 
jPiled by the city council and willgo 
to the city council for approval. 

It has the recommendation of the 
safety and health committee, who 
were asked by the city council to deal 
with tht petition received that all 
stores, save confectionery, ice-cream 
and tobacco stands, might close at six 
o'clock in the evening. 

The safety and health committee 
|} met on Thursday evening, when a 
deputation of storekeepers, managers, 
etc., came before the committee in or- 
der to support the application con- 
tained in the petition. 

Walter Ramsay and Mr, Collin, 
representing the Emery Floral Co., 
also attended, and asked that the 
florists might be exempted from the 
provisions of the by-law. The dele- 
gation pointed out that the florists 
agreed with the spirit of the by-law 
asktd for, but they asked that in par- 
ticular telephone business might not 
be cut out in their case, as they had 
many calls after closing to fill “rush” 
orders, when goods had to be sent 
away by train, etc. In answer to a 
question it was stated that Mr. H. 
Pike, wao was in business as a florist, 
as well as seedsman, was willing to 
close under the proposed by-law. 

Ald. Esdale proposed that the city 
solicitor be asked to frame and bring 
before the city council the by-law as 
asked for in the petition, Also that 
the florists be exempted from the 
proposed by-law, 

This was agreed to and the by-law 
is now being prepared. 

In the case of Mrs. Fruchter, keep- 
er of a second-hand store on Namayo 
avenue, who applied to the city coun- 
cil for reduction of the annual license 
fee of $50 on account of poverty, a 
report was received from the welfare 
board recommending that some con- 
sideration be given as the case was a 
deserving one. 

The committee will recommend 
that the welfare board should find the 
sum of $45 and Mrs. Fruchter the 
sum of $5, same as paid last year. 
The welfare board to be reimbursed} 
the sum of $45 by the city council. 

An application for a six-months’ 
billiard and pool room license was 
turned down,

According to the figures for 1917 as 
compiled by John T. Stirling of the 
mines branch of the department of 
public works, the total output of Al- 
berta mines for the year were 4,863,- 


414 tons with 2838 mines in operation. 
One copper mine was opened up on 


the main line of the C.P.R, west of 
Banff and two shu.e mines are in 
operation at Redcliff, near Medicine 
Hat. 


The total output of lignite coals for 
the year was 2,637,529 tons, of bitu- 
minous 2,206,868 tons, anthracite 118,- 


717, and briquettes 93,818 tons. There! 


were also 31,630 tons of coke burned 
The total outputs for 1916 were; lig- 
nite 2,172,801; bituminous 2,336,259; 
anthracite 140,544, briquettes 107,959, 
of coke 41,950 tons. This Is the first 
time that the output of lignite has 
been greater than the bituminous. It 
shows a considerable increase in lig- 
nite and bituminous and a falling off 
in the anthracite, briquettes and coke.

Edmonton Domestic Coal 


The announcement of compul- 
sory heatless days during winter 
in Ontario and Quebee owing to 
coal shortage brings the question 
of fuel supply very close home— 
but not so close as if the order 
also applied to the prairie west. 

The vast treeless plains of the 
prairie provinces ‘have always 
seemed to offer a problem as to 
fuel supply which could not arise 
in the heavily wooded eastern pro- 
vinces, which drew their coal sup- 
plies from the conveniently situa- 
ted mines of Pennsylvania. And 
yet it is Ontario and Quebee that 
are short of fuel; not the prairie 
west. This state of facts should 
cause our Canadian scientists and 
economists ‘furiously to think,’’ 
and to revise their estimates of 
the fuel and economic values of 
the coal resources of Alberta, in- 
cluding their pet aversion the sub- 
bituminous or domestic coal 
which they have for a couple of 
generations condemned by mis- 
naming ‘‘lignite.’’ It is the sub- 
bituminous coals of the Alberta 
foothills and plains that today are 
meeting the domestic needs of the 
people of the prairie west from 
the Red River to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and that render unnecessary 
the restrictions in the use of fuel 
that are found so disconcerting 
and so burdensome in the eastern 
provinces,

a ton of Pennsylvania also of max- 
jimum heating power. Translated 
jinto dollars, Edmonton coal in 
' Winnipeg at #8 to $9 a ton has 
an actual fuel value equal to Penn- 
sylvania at $12 a ton. 

But better than the most scien- 
tifie calculation jis the test of 
practical operation. Nothing has 
hitherto been said as to the value 
of Edmonton coal in raising steam 
for power purposes. The Alliance 
| Power Co., which supplies the 
city with power for the water sys- 
tem, the electric light and the 
street railway and supplies the 
private users of power in the city 
as well, uses the slack or refuse of 
Edmonton, coal as fuel with which 
to raise steam. Babeock & Wileox 
| water tube boilers, with automa- 
tice stokers are used, The peak 
load carried in 1917 was 6,600 k.w 
About 200 tons of slack a day is 
used. This can be bought at about 
$1 a ton at the mine, while coal 
costs $2.00 up to $4.

Efforts to prevent the con- 
sideration of the bill were made by 
Representative Flood, chairman of the
